Father Edwards dead at 84

A Rosary was recited for Father 
Edwards this past Sunday evening, and 
Bishop Maher was the principal celebrant 
of the Mass of the Resurrection the 
following day at Holy Cross Cemetery.

SAN DIEGO — Our Lady of the 
Sacred Heart parish has served the North 
Park area for more than seven decades. A 
number of parishioners, their children 
grown and gone, still attend Mass there, 
and others are raising their children in the 
same neighborhood in which they grew 
up. 

Daniel O’ Neal is principal of the parish 
parochial school which he attended as a 
youngster, and Mrs. Pat Sorensen, a 
long-time parishioner married at OLSH 
in 1937 and who sent four children to its 
grade school, says she’s lived through 
‘only three pastors, but a lot of 
principals.’’ 

FATHER RAYMOND C. Kirk -has

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Papal peace pilgrimage heads for Argentina 


Counterbalance to British visit 
to stress the ‘calamity’ of war

WASHINGTON (NC) — The current 
trip to Argentina by Pope John Paul II 
provides another opportunity for him to 
preach the ‘“‘total unacceptability’’ of 
modern. conventional warfare in a nation 
where .the experiences. of military 
destruction are still fresh, 


Together with the recently ended papal 
trip to Britain, the Argentine trip was 
planned as the counterbalancing lap of a 
papal peace pilgrimage to nations at war. 
The Argentine trip also provides the pope 
with the opportunity to stress peace as the 
key issue. 


IN BRITAIN the pope’s peace 
messages were sprinkled among pastoral 
acts aimed at stimulating unity with the 
Anglican Church and uplifting the 
spiritual life of the nation’s Catholics. 
The six-day British trip, May 28-June 2, 
was the culmination of almost two years 
of careful planning as a_ pastoral 
pilgrimage. Peace and the morality of 
modern warfare became an urgent issue 
at the last minute because of the 
undeclared war between Britain and 
Argentina in the South Atlantic. 

_ In contrast the Argentine trip was 
hastily scheduled because of the fighting, 
and the purpose, according to the pope, is 
to raise a ‘‘prayer for the victory of a just 


* peace over war.’’ 


Pope John Paul was scheduled to leave 
Rome the night of June 10 and arrive in 
the Argentine capital of Buenos Aires on 
the morning of June 11. Plans call for him 
to spend about 36 hours in the country, 
with two outdoor Masses, one at the 
Marian shrine at Lujan, about 40 miles 
outside Buenos Aires, and the other in 
Buenos Aires the following morning. 

IN ANNOUNCING the trip May 27, 
Pope John Paul said the main event 
would be the gathering at Lujan. 


The moral unacceptability of 
conventional warfare, such as is being 
used by Argentina and Britain, has been a 
steadily escalating papal theme since the 
fighting started over possession of several 
South Atlantic apa 


‘‘War, which has always been a 
calamity, today brings with it an even 
more vast and terrible threat, because of 
the destructive power that modern 


technology has conferred even on so- 


called conventional weapons,’’ said the 
pope May 23 in a specific reference to the 
South Atlantic fighting.

Pope meets with 
President Reagan

VATICAN CITY (NC) — Pope John 
Paul Il and U.S. President Ronald 
Reagan emerged from hour-long private 
talks June 7 with warm smiles and a 
mutual pledge to work for peace and 
justice. 


It was the first meeting between 
Reagan and the pope. The two exchanged 
sympathetic messages last year when both 
were victims of assassination attempts 
and have consulted by letter on several 
other occasions regarding world topics of 
mutual concern. 


AFTER THE private meeting, the 
two men read public statements in the 
pope’s library, giving an indication of the 
topics that were discussed by the two 
leaders in their private meeting. 


Pope John Paul spoke about his 
concern for peace, especially in the South 
Atlantic, between Iran and Iraq, and in 
Lebanon. He called for an end to the 
arms race and condemned ‘‘anything that 
wounds, weakens or dishonors human 
dignity.’’ 

President Reagan described the pope as 
‘fone of the world’s greatest moral and 
spiritual forces.’’ He criticized the martial 
law government of the pope’s native 
Poland and said the U.S. government 
would continue to work for peace and 
justice in the Middle East and Latin 
America.

NEW BISHOP — Auxiliary Bishop Thaddeus A. 
Shubsda of Los Angeles has been named bishop of 
Monterey, Calif., by Pope John Paul II, replacing Bishop 
Harry A. Clinch, who resigned Jan. 19. Bishop Shubsda 
was born in Los ‘Angeles April 2, 1925, and attended St. 
John Seminary in Camarillo. He was appointed auxiliary 
to Cardinal Timothy Manning of Los Angeles i in 1976. 
Monterey was created as a separate diocese in 1967 out of 
the Diocese of Fresno, and Bishop Clinch was its first 
ordinary. 

CATECHIST RELEASED — Honduran secret 
police released a parish catechist in the Diocese of 
Olancho after 12 days of harsh interrogation. He was the 
fourth Church worker to be ‘‘arbitrarily detained since 
March...for working with the poor in evangelization 
efforts,’’ said his local parish council. A civilian 
government has replaced a decade of military rule in 
Honduras, but the Catholic relief agency Caritas said 
peasants are being “‘persecuted, jailed and tortured’’ by 
both civilian and military squads there. 


POPE UNHEEDED — The weekly New Statesman 
said in London that both British Prime Minister 
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— When Mother Theresa of | 


Margaret Thatcher and the British people did not want to 
hear what Pope John Paul II had to say to them — ‘‘that 
too many people are being killed in the South Atlantic; 
that a dead Argentinian is just as serious a moral stain as a 
dead Briton; and that a much more serious’search for 
peace was required.’’ 


VATICAN STRIKE? — Some x, 650 Vatican lay 
employees plan to hold two-hour strikes’ on June 14, the 


day before Pope John Paul II flies to Geneva. 


Switzerland, to address the International Labor 
Organization. They are seeking wage and benefit 
increases, pension plan modifications, a 36-hour work 
week, and an end to the Vatican’s policy against hiring 
employees’ children. If not averted, it would be the first 
strike in the Vatican’s history. 


WEAPONS STUDY — Archbishop James A. Hickey 
of Washington called upon Catholics in the nation’s 
capital to study the morality of the ‘‘sober, even 
frightening issues’’ of nuclear weapons. In a pastoral 
letter dated June 3 the archbishop announced a multilevel 
program of study and prayer on the nuclear issue. He 
cited papal and other Church statements condemning the 
use of nuclear weapons and calling for a global ban on 
them. 


‘NO END’ — The U.S. Catholic Mission Association 
said in a statement that in Central America ‘‘there seems 
to be no end to a situation of oppression, poverty, unjust 
distribution of wealth and of land; no end to foreign 
intervention which suppprts the status quo.”’ It said ‘‘the 
killing of people goes on, missionaries are constantly 
watched and apostolic work (by laity) is curtailed, and in 
some areas totally stopped.’’

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DEATHS — Deaths caused by contraception, 
sterilization and abortion now exceed those caused by 
pregnancy itself, said a study on reproductive mortality 
statistics since 1955 by the Center for Disease Control in 
Atlanta.

Church’s speaking out is 
making people ‘nervous’ 


ST. PAUL, Minn. (NC) — The 
Church’s involvement in political issues is 
beginning ‘‘to make a lot of people 
nervous,’ said Archbishop John R. 
Roach of St. Paul-Minneapolis. 


But the Church should ‘‘become deeply 
involved in that process by which the 
priorities of a country are established,’’ 
Archbishop Roach, president of the 
National Conference of Catholic Bishops, 
said at a conference on ministry and 
justice. 

THIS DOES not mean, he said, that 
the Church must speak out on every 
political issue. ‘“We need to be very clear 
about those instances when the Church 
has a responsibility to speak on -those 
issues and when it does not,’’ the 
archbishop said. 


Four issues in which the Church should 
be involved, he said, are nuclear arms, 
abortion, defense’ spending vs. programs 
for the poor, and Central America. 


Although he favors separation of 
church and state, Archbishop Roach said 
an ‘‘absence of dialogue’’ between the 
church and government on these issues 
can only harm both sides. 


THE MOST frequent question he is 
asked about nuclear arms, the archbishop 
said, is: If the use of nuclear arms is 
considered immoral, why is the question 
of deterrence even debated? ‘‘That’s a 
simple, clean question without a simple, 
clean answer,’’ he said. 

One issue that must be debated, he 
said, is how to bring an end to abortion. 


The National Conference of Catholic 


Bishops ended up ‘‘doing what we said 
we’d never do’’ by backing the Hatch 
amendment, which states that the 
Constitution does not guarantee a right to 
abortion and gives Congress and the 
states power to restrict it, because the 
bishops decided it was time to say 
‘‘enough,’’ Archbishop Roach said. 


THE BISHOPS’ conference ‘‘may 
have made a political error, but I will go 
to my death believing we made the right 
moral judgment,’’ he said. ‘‘I have some 
optimism that the Hatch amendment 
itself will carry the day.’’ 


Discussing the poor, Archbishop 
Roach noted that Pope John Paul II has 
called defense spending a ‘‘misallocation 
of funds’’ that could be used for the poor. 


Planned defense spending of ‘‘$1. 5 
trillion over the next five years stands in 
sharp contrast to budget cuts that 
threaten the food, health care and welfare 
for the poor in the~United States,’ 
Archbishop Roach said. Current budget 
negotiations, he added, should give 
“significant weight to how any overall 
solution will affect the poor.”’ 


AT THE SAME time, the Church is 
obligated to ‘“‘fill the gap’’ left ‘‘where 
government has withdrawn its programs 
for the poor,”’ he said. 


The Church is also obligated to address 
the Central America question, 
Archbishop Roach said, ‘‘not just 
because our brothers and sisters there are 
mostly Catholic,’’ but ‘‘because the 
people there have been trampled upon 
generation after generation.”’

Fr. Omana to retire after 
43 years of priesthood

NATIONAL CITY — The nicest 
thing you can say about a priest is that he 
has the respect of his brother priests, and 
that is very true of Father Roberto 
Omana, who will retire this August. 


Father Omana has been a priest for 43 
years, the last 10 of which were as pastor 
of St. Anthony Church here. He was 
ordained in 1939 for the Diocese of 
Coatepec in the Mexican state of Vera 
Cruz, and came to the United States 10 
years later, one of 10 priests sent for by 
the late Bishop Buddy. : 


‘‘BISHOP BUDDY asked me to come 
for six months, and then asked my bishop 
to extend the stay for another six months, 
and then another six months after that,’’ 
said Father Omana. ‘‘I am still here after 
33 years.”’ 


Those three decades-plus of service to 
the people of the San Diego diocese have 
touched the lives of many people. Father 
Omana spent 20 of those years in Ontario 
(before Riverside and San Bernardino 
Counties became a diocese separate from 
San Diego); while he was there many 
young people, often in trouble with the 
law, were able to learn electronics, 
automative repair and sewing skills 
through a vocational training program 
started by Father, who is an electronics 
buff himself. 


He was also a strong influence on two 
young seminarians named Chavez, both 
of whom became priests; one of them, 
Gilbert, is auxiliary bishop of San Diego. 
Father Omana still refers to both as his 
‘altar boys.’’ 


IT IS A paradox that Roman Catholic 
Mexico has experienced violent 
persecution of the Church, the last of it 
while Father was a seminarian. Father 
himself was in hiding for two years before 
his ordination, a time when priests and 
seminarians were jailed, and he 
remembers bringing the Blessed 
Sacrament to the sick and the elderly at 
the risk of being arrested...or worse. 


But it is during times of persecution 
that the faith is the strongest, said Father 
Omana, and the bishop who ordained 
him — Most Rev. Rafael Guizar 
Valencia, ‘‘a saint’? — is now before the 
Vatican’s Congregation for the Causes of 
Saints. 


‘‘He loved the poor and was an 
example to all the priests of Latin 
America,’’ said Father Omana, who 
noted that when the bishop’s body was 
exhumed for reburial after more than 12 
years in the ground, it was ‘‘intact,”’ 
although several bodies next to him and 
buried after him had already undergone 
corruption; the’ Church has always 
regarded this as a special sign of holiness. 


FATHER OMANA would reject the 
notion that he could in any way be 
compared to the saintly bishop who 
ordained him, but he is clearly a priest 
who is there to serve the people of his 
parish, which is always a busy place, but a 
place where everyone, especially the 
young, are always welcome, because 
‘‘they look to the Church.”’ 


Father Omana is strongly committed to 
the Christian Family Movement, and the 
ties remain strong among those who grew 
up in St. Anthony’s and moved away, or 
who were forced to relocate after whole 
residential blocks were torn down to make 
way for Interstate 5; many Mass goers 
still travel from other parts of the county 
on Sunday mornings. 

Despite the parish’s largely Hispanic 
makeup, Father finds that many 
parishioners want Mass in’ English, and 
two priests supply on the weekends to 
meet this need. For the most part, 
however, Father Omana is by himself,

and says he doesn’t mind being ‘‘sweeper 
and washer and cook...I am very busy.”’ 


WHAT DOES it mean to be a priest? 
“Tt is one man giving his life for the 
salvation of souls,’’ said Father Omana. 
“All the rest is nothing. Preaching, 
sacraments...they are for the salvation of 
souls.’ 


Although his family is still in Mexico — 
Father Omana is the oldest of four 
brothers and four sisters whom he visits 
yearly — retirement will still find him in 
San Diego. 


“‘T will stay for a while. I told the 
bishop, ‘Let me have one year with 
nothing to do but relax...my blood 
pressure,’ ’’ he said with a smile. ‘‘I will 
take a vacation for a month or two, and 
then help with Sunday Maises.’’ 


IN HIS YEARS as a priest, Father 
Omana has witnessed the extremes of 
Church life from persecution by the 
government of Mexico to the reforms of 
this post-Conciliar era 20 years after the 
Second Vatican Council. 


And in his life as priest he has taken 
many things, both good and bad, in 
stride, with the deep conviction that 
obedience and discipline are what is 
expected of him. 


LOS ANGELES — Sister

immorality versus amorality 


It is almost as American to carry a banner for morality as 
it is to carry a flag in the Fourth of July parade. 


Upright citizens can be found toting picket signs in front 
of adult book stores to protect the morality of their 
neighborhoods, while others insist on their moral right to 
publish. 

Moral conviction leads some to call for war (the bishops 
in England and their brother bishops in Argentina support 
their respective country’s war efforts at the moment) while 
it is the reason behind others becoming conscientious 
objectors. 


Even when the boundaries of morality are defined, the 
ranks begin to split. That which is considered to be a moral 
issue by one group is said to have nothing to do with 
morality by another. 


It is in this context that religious groups are told to battle 
pornography and whip teenagers into shape on the one 
hand, but are told to stay out of political and social issues 
on the other hand. 

Thus x-rated movie houses are seen as a threat to life as 
we would like it to be, while the proliferation of nuclear 
weapons is seen as a case of military strategy rather than 
moral concern. 

By the same token, adolescent discipline is seen as 
having everything to do with morality, while the 
maldistribution of food and other necessities which would 
allow starving children to become adolescents is passed off 
as being just the way it is. 

Perhaps the greatest challenge to a people who proclaim 
themselves to be concerned with morality is that of 
consistency. When we pick our issues by insisting upon 


change in one area of life as a moral imperative, while 


remaining apathetic to the diminishment of life in another 
area, the message of our efforts is weakened. 
A stand against abortion coupled with a laissez-faire 


attitude concerning justice for those who pick grapes and — 


lettuce does not ring any more true than an insistence upon 
prison reform coupled with an apathy toward the plight of 
needy senior citizens when we enter a voting booth. 


Few of us have the time or the energy to become actively 
involved in every cause that comes along. However, that 
does not give us the luxury of wearing blinders when 
confronted with the moral implications of those issues we 
find uninteresting or inconvenient. Sooner or later a 
consistent sense of morality becomes inconvenient. 


When you or I become thoroughly involved in those 
issues which affect us personally, but refuse to recognize 
the moral implications of those issues which appear 
threatening or inconvenient, then you or I might well begin 
to question whether we are acting out of moral conviction 
or personal need. 

It may, for example, be inconvenient for you or me to 
change our buying habits in order to call attention to the 
unjust working conditions of workers who produce certain 
products, but such inconvenience does not erase the moral 
nature of the situation. 


Morality does not have as much to do with chosen issues 
as it does with quality of life for an entire society. To be 
adamant about one issue and at the same time apathetic 
about another is to say, in effect, that the rights of some 
matter while the rights of others do not. 

While blatant immorality of a few may be repulsive to 
our sensitivities, such behavior is not nearly as threatening 
to the moral fiber of a nation as is the amorality of the 


many.

‘Just war theory questioned 


ROME (NC) — Pope John Paul II has suggested that the just 
war theory may no longer be applicable because of the 
destructive capability of today’s conventional weapons. 

“Tt cannot be denied, the right to self defense,’’ said the pope, 
“but it is necessary to look for other solutions. Today it is 
necessary to exclude any war.”’ 


The pope spoke about the contemporary applicability of the 
just war theory by saying that the theory comes from St. Thomas 
Aquinas and was developed during times when the consequences 
of war were not as terrible. 


“But today instead it is able to have terrible consequences,”’ 
the pope said. 


‘The just war theory, proposed by St. Thomas in the 13th 
century, defended war as a last resort given the presence of 
certain conditions. These included that the means of destruction 
used be in proportion to the end desired and that the fighting not 
be aimed at the civilian population. 


The pope’s words to reporters seemed to echo a theme he had 
sounded during his six-day trip to Great Britain. 


Speaking to 350,000 worshippers at a Mass in Coventry on 
May 30, he said: ‘‘Today, the scale and the horror of modern 
warfare — .whether nuclear or not — makes it totally 
unacceptable as a means of settling differences between nations.”’ 


On May 29 the pontiff and Anglican Archbishop Robert 
Runcie of Canterbury shared in a dramatic ‘‘celebration of 
faith’? at Canterbury cathedral. 


Asked by NC News Service whether he felt that the year 2000 
was a reasonable date by which to expect full reunion between 
Catholics and Anglicans, the pope responded with a smile, “‘I 
participate in the prophetic mission of Christ, but I am not a 


At Canterbury the pope and Archbishop Runcie signed a 
common declaration stepping up the pace of the move toward 
full reunion. They established a joint commission and part of the 
commission’s mandate is to recommend practical steps toward 


unity.

Crisis or opportunity? 


The New York Times recently headlined an article declaring that 
the U.S. priest shortage will reach crisis proportions by the end of 
the century due to retirement and low numbers of candidates. 


Crisis usually denotes worry, loss, panic and failure. Yet the 
Chinese word for crisis means dangerous opportunity which more 
accurately captures the vocation picture. In every crisis there is a 
history — reasons for the present situation. The decline in priests 
can be linked to many factors like Church renewal, social and 
religious upheaval of the 60’s and early 70’s, role changes in 
priesthood, challenges to mandatory celibacy, lack of 
permanency in modern day life — the list goes on. 


All this does not signal total collapse or a bleak future. For out 
of this period also came new ministries, lay involvement, parish 
renewal, and exciting role possibilities for priests and Religious. 


Just a few years ago we reinstated the military registration for 
the draft because of a crisis in the volunteer army plan that came 
out of the turmoil of the Vietnam conflict. Just last month the 
various military services reported they now are refusing 
volunteer applicants and all quotas are filled. The crisis seems to 
be over for now. 6x hese 


Similarly, the vocation crisis need alarm us only if we foresee 
parents and priests discouraging dreams for a career in ministry 
and we lose hope in young people envisioning priesthood as one 
of the possible life choices. The future offers us a dangerous 
opportunity.

A time for hope and hoping 


There has been so much written on the Shroud of 
Turin recently that I did not expect to find anything new 
in a book entitled The verdict on the Shroud. . 


So there was really no reason why reading the familiar 
evidence should have affected me deeply enough this time 
to bring tears into my eyes and an ache in my heart. But it 
often happens that something which is very familiar to us 
may suddenly appear in a new light and have the power to 
touch and move us. 


OBVIOUSLY THERE are times when we are more 
receptive and more responsive than others; often some 
personal experience or passing mood will induce us to 
perceive more clearly and relate more deeply to what we 
have known but not entirely appreciated before. And 
thinking on these lines I wondered why it is that so much 
interest is being directed at the Shroud. After all, it has 
been around for centuries. 


Perhaps it is exciting to have the latest scientific testing 
prove more and more conclusively that what we have 
believed about the crucifixion and resurrection for almost 
2,000 years is demonstrably accurate. Perhaps, too, the 
positive proofs stimulate unbelievers to attempt to counter 
with negative results! But over and above all that, I 
wonder if it is not that our curiosity about the Shroud

arises from the need for hope? And for something tangible 
to confirm that hope? 


Hope enables us to see the hand of God in our daily 
lives, to experience the certainty of His promise and to see 
our destiny as extending far beyond the immediate, the 
physical or material and the personal. We need that to 
keep above depression and defeat when things go wrong 
and life seems too hard and difficulties insurmountable. 


WHEN WE PRAY, for instance, we need to seek for 
the result of our prayer because for each prayer we know 
to have been answered, hope increases. We need to look 
for God’s guidance and protection in our lives, because 
with each new awareness, hope grows. 

If tomorrow it should be announced that the Shroud 
has been indisputably proven to be of Christ and 
unshakable evidence of the Resurrection, it would not 
change our lives or our faith much — if at all, but it would 
very likely increase our hope because once again, we 
would see God’s hand at work. 


There is in our world today a distinct crisis of hope. An 
appallingly large number of people seem to see no 
purpose nor value to their lives; they feel called in no 
particular direction, drawn to nothing but the present. 
Perhaps the current interest in the Shroud, which seems 


to extend even outside the ranks of believers, is in 
response to our human, albeit often unrecognized, need 
for hope? 


WE HUMAN BEINGS cannot live as we ought nor 
develop and contribute as we ought without love, faith 
and hope. They are as necessary for our psychological and 
emotional health as for our spiritual — and, indeed, I 
don’t know how we separate or differentiate among the 
three elements of personality. 


Probably everyone now aceepts the human need to love 
and be loved although we may be somewhat confused as 
to quite what that means. More and more we are 
accepting the need to have ‘something to believe in, 
something beyond ourselves. Perhaps we are also seeing a 
growing awareness for and a seeking out of hope. 


One thing we can be sure of. God is always a step ahead 
of us. If we are searching for hope, He will already have 
prepared the means through which we will find it. When 
we lose sight of God and suffer a loss of faith and hope — 
and the ability to love fully — it is not God who has 
moved away. We need only turn our heads to look at Him 
and He will be there in all His wonderful love, to restore 
the faith and hope we let slip away, and renew our 
capacity for love. 


Food and the Church 


The media move evermore into the gourmet reporting 
business. Someone is always describing restaurants which 
have been visited and providing ratings on food, service 
and the wine list. In a pinch a person can learn the secrets 
of the great chefs of the world, which can promptly be 
adapted to the requirements of your food processor (that’s 
a machine, not your wife). 


Could it be the Catholic press is missing a great 
opportunity? Might there be a place for weekly reviews of 
foods served at various parishes throughout the United 
States? Here are a few possible such reviews. Four bells 
could mean ‘‘terrific,’? and so on down. 


St. Mechtild, Leaning Fork, Oregon: Annual Strawberry 
Festival, mid-June. This is one of the rare gastronomical 
events in the regional Catholic Church. The cake in their 
strawberry shortcake last year was a little spongy, but that 
could have been due to the pastor’s attempt to raise the 
profit level. The strawberries are always firm, fresh and 
juicy. Three bells. 


Holy Trinity, River Bend, Missouri: Ethnic Festival. It 
may be surprising to discover in Ozark country genuine 
ethnics, but the week-long September celebration 
provides great food at tiny prices. They have imported a 
few Italian families who specialize in Northern Italian 
cooking. A few resident Polish families (who speak their 
native tongue with a delicious Ozark Mountain accent) 
have wedded Polish cuisine with Missouri tastes. Where 
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else can one find pierogi made of corn pone dough? Two 
and a half bells. 

Ubaldus, Sassafras, New York: Holy Name Breakfast, 
1st Sunday of May. This is an event  ‘‘For Women 
Only,’’ an offering from the Holy Name men of the 
parish to women everywhere. Holy Name president, 
Theobald T. Weefrank, said, ‘It’s our way of sayng 
thanks to our ladies who are not pushy.’’ Since the parish 
had its origins among immigrants from Germany, this 
turns out to be not your average Holy Name breakfast. 


The menu‘consists of a variety of wursts, in assorted sizes, . - 


colors and tastes. This is an outstanding treat for ladies 
not watching their waistlines. Two bells. 


St. Eustachius, Borrowed Shoe, Iowa: The Parish Bazaar, 
held last week of July. We are sorry to report there has 
been a deterioration of quality in the booth offering pizza 
and one selling stuffed cabbage. We were told by one 
parishioner the parish had to buy its pizza shells from a 
local protective association, which could account for its 
rubbery quality. (Avoid this booth like the plague.) The 
cabbage leaves were not very large and the stuffing mostly 
‘Stove Top Stuffing,’ instead of homemade. We 
recommend the fried chicken which is first rolled in 
Granola, and kosher hot dogs, which in a fine ecumenical 
gesture have been purchased from a local meat market 
under Jewish ownership. One and a half bells.

the 9:30 Mass, any Sunday. There are no charges; you 
can eat as much as you want. The donuts are made by 
Sophie Kancelewski, who‘uses a secret recipe. These are 
probably the best donuts in the northeast and together 
with the freshly brewed coffee, the meal is a rare event for 
food lovers. Stay away during the month of August 
because Sophie takes time off to discover new recipes at 
the place where she served as apprentice, Katie’s Diner in 
downtown Prague, New Hampshire. Four bells. 


Why such nonsense? If nothing else, to help us 
remember how many Catholic parishes are involved in 
innumerable food affairs. These are held for fund raising 
and ‘‘fellowship’’ (in that fine, Protestant phrase). Many 
of these functions the priest must attend; he and his staff 
are expected to arrange them or support them. Does it tell 
us that a parish is not just a group coming together on 
Sunday for Mass? Parishioners are expected to lend their 
presence to many non-liturgical events. Some pastors 
defend such activities by saying, ‘“The people need this, 
expect it.”’ 

We should remember all the activities in a parish, done 
with its people, for its people, for friends and neighbors. 
The rationale for such events is not in the Gospel; 
however the need for such activities is implicit in what 
Christians are called to do. If we support such parish 
projects by our presence, even if the food is not that great, 
the companionship of Christians can be. 
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Immigration law reform 
of some sort is pending

WASHINGTON (NC) — _ Despite 
opposition from some quarters to several 
aspects of the proposal, Congress appears 
on the verge of enacting major reforms 
for the nation’s immigration laws. 


The question of immigration reform — 
and the related problem of illegal aliens — 
has been a vexing one for the United 
States, especially since the country prides 
itself on being a nation of immigrants. 
But there also is a consensus that the 
United States cannot accept all those who 
would wish to come to the country, and 
thus must erect legal limits on their entry. 


THE PACKAGE of reforms working 
its way through Congress is intended to 
be a comprehensive answer to the im- 
migration issue. It grants amnesty to 
many illegal immigrants already here, 
tries to limit the influx of future illegal 
aliens by making it a crime for employers 
to hire them, and sets strict caps on the 
number of legal immigrants in any one 
year. 


But like any comprehensive package 
the proposed reforms have been attacked 
on all sides. Business groups don’t like the 
idea of levying fines against companies 
who knowingly or unknowingly hire 
illegal aliens, while Hispanic and civil 
rights groups fear possible employer 


MAPUTO, Mozambique (NC) — 
An Italian missionary nun died June 
1 in a hospital here after being 
attacked in her sleep the night before 
by unknown assailants. Sister Vera 
Occhiena, a 59-year-old native of 
Turin, Italy, was a member of the 
Salesian Sisters of Don Bosco and 
had been working in Mozambique 
for more than 10 years. ‘‘Her death 
constitutes a grave loss for the local 
church...where she. was highly 
regarded,’’ said Archbishop 
Francesco Colasuono, apostolic 
delegate in Mozambique. 
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discrimination against any job applicant 
who looks like a foreigner. 


Others have questioned the reform 
package’s procedures for asylum, its plans 
for stricter border enforcement in the 
Southwest (even though perhaps only 
one-third of the current illegal alien 
population comes from Mexico), and 
what some say is its lack of procedures for 
preventing future boatlifts like the one a 
couple of years ago that brought 
thousands of hard-to-place Cubans to 
Florida. 


CATHOLIC CHURCH officials, 
while joining those concerned about some 
aspects of the proposal, generally have 
supported the scope of the immigration 
reforms. Auxiliary Bishop Anthony J. 
Bevilacqua of Brooklyn, N.Y., testifying 
earlier this spring at joint hearings of the 
House and Senate immigration sub- 
committees, welcomed the proposal’s 
‘‘comprehensive approach to solving 
deep-seated problems of long standing.”’ 


But among those not pleased with the 
reforms is Network, a social justice lobby 
in Washington made up primarily of 
nuns. Network recently asked its national 
membership to urge legislators to amend 
the measure’s ‘‘repressive’’ asylum 
procedures for refugees. The new 
procedures, according to Network, would 
create additional burdens for refugees by 
removing asylum appeals from the court 
system to a new immigration board 
within the executive branch. 


Shepherding the measure through 
Congress are Sen. Alan K. Simpson 
(R-Wyo.) and Rep. Romano L. Mazzoli 
(D-Ky.), who used as a framework for 
their proposals the recommendations of a 
special advisory committee on 
immigration reform headed by Holy 
Cross Father Theodore M. Hesburgh, 
president of the University of. Notre 
Dames" 2222 

MANY OF tthe’ Hesburgh 
commission’s recommendations are 
contained in the Simpson and Mazzoli 


bills.

Perhaps key to the whole structure of 
the immigration reform package is the 
section on sanctioning employers who 
hire illegal aliens. Supporters maintain 
that is the only way to demagnetize the 
magnet that brings so many illegal aliens 
into the country. 


But that proposal also raises the biggest 
concern: how are employers supposed to 
determine whether a job applicant is a 
legal resident or an illegal alien? 

WHILE THE Hesburgh commission 
proposed a counterfeit-proof national 
identity card, similar to a credit card, that 
would be issued to all legal residents, 
current congressional proposals call only 
for the government to develop within 
three years a comprehensive system — 
perhaps a computerized data bank — for 
determining whether an individual is in 
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the country legally. 


Amnesty for many illegal aliens already 
in the country also is a controversial 
proposal, although even the Reagan 
administration supports the amnesty ‘‘as 
a one-time effort to correct the legacy of 
inadequate enforcement of our 
immigration laws.’’ Still to be decided is 
the cutoff date for determining who had 
been in the United States long enough to 
qualify for amnesty. 


Despite the many concerns voiced 
about various aspects of the proposal, the 
reforms seem destined for passage by 
Congress sometime this summer. In the 
Senate the bill already has cleared the full 
Judiciary Committee by a wide margin, 
while in the House the measure was 
expected to be cleared for floor action 
shortly.

_ Catholic TV network targets parish, 


Cable-TV, satellites, part 
of Church of the future 


The Catholic Telecommunications 
Network of America (CTNA) 
incorporated last October by the United 
States Catholic Conference (USCC) 
expects to be ready to transmit to dioceses 
by September, 1982. It probably would 
not have even reached this milestone 
without the vision and efforts of one San 
Diego priest who is now serving as 
Diocesan Director of Communications, 
Father George Byrne. 


Father Byrne, who began a weekly TV 
program on cable in 1971, realized the 
potential that existed in this new non- 
broadcast technology and _ started 
developing applications for cable TV that 
the Church could use in its apostolate in 
bringing God’s Word to the people. In 
1972, he published a circular depicting 
how the Church could use the new cable 
TV technology by interconnecting cable 
TV systems with an_ orbital 
communications satellite. 


IT WAS an interesting concept 
because the only communication satellites 
that existed at that time were the 
international Intelsats. Father Byrne’s 
ideas provoked enough interest at that 
time for articles to be published in the 


_ Southern Cross (Aug. 24, 1972) and the San 


Bernardino Sun-Telegram (Aug. 26, 1972). 
The Director of USCC’s Office for Film 
and Broadcasting requested 300 copies of 
Father Byrne’s circular for distribution to 
diocesan communication offices 
thoughout the United States. Father 
Byrne later went on staff with the USCC 
in 1974 as Assistant Director of the Film 
and Broadcasting Office. 


In the Spring of 1973, the first satellite- 
receive earth station ever connected to a 
cable TV system was stationed in San 
Bernardino. Father Byrne, knowing the 
value of using visuals in telling a story, 
was photographed standing alongside the 
earth station; he said the purpose was to 
give a religious dimension to this new 
technology. At that time, the United 
States did not have their own domestic 


communications satellite; the cable TV- 
earth station demonstration employed the 
Canadian Anik II satellite. 


In 1975, Father Byrne authored an 
article entitled, ‘‘Cable TV: Peril or 
Promise?’’ which was published in the 
Knights of Columbus magazine, Columbia 
(Jan. 1975). The National Cable 
Television Association distributed 
reprints of Father Byrne’s article to cable 
TV companies thoughout the United 
States and to the 3,000 in attendance at 
the meeting in Washington, D. C., of the 
National Religious Broadcasters, the 
association of primarily fundamentalist 
evangelists who own and or operate TV 
and radio stations. Among those in 
attendance at the meeting was Pat 
Robertson of the Christian Broadcasting 
Network. Two years later, Pat Robertson 
launched his satellite network two days be 
ore Father Byrne was able to demonstrate 
through the USCC.., satellite networkinre 
at the bishops’ meeting in Chicago. 


IT HAS always been a concern of the 
USCC’s Department of Communication 
as to how they could better develop a role 
for the Church in television and radio in 
the United States and how they would 
support this role. In the past, there was 
some support from foundations and 
diocesan assessment, but never enov zh to 
do anything that would have signiticant 
impact on American television audiences. 
The decision was to go for another 
national collection to be taken up in all 
the parishes annually. A proposal was 
prepared for the Bishops describing the 
collection, how the monies would be 
distributed and the purposes for which ;it 
was to be taken up. The proposal 
described the different types of programs 
that would be jproduced, the types of 
needs that would be addressed, the 
importance of workshops to familiarize 
Catholics with the media.

In this exclusive interview with Eudist Brother 
William Bilton, Southern Cross editor, diocesan 
Director of Communications Father George 
Byrne discusses the possibility of the diocese 
establishing an instructional television system 
and the Catholic Communication Campaign 
Collection, which helps fund such projects. 


Brother William: In preparing for the Catholic 
Communication Campaign Collection, we are hearing 
quite a bit about a satellite network known as CTNA. 
How is San Diego going to receive these programs? 


Father Byrne: The satellite network established 
by the USCC is part of a new electronic delivery 
system that will be implemented to serve the needs of 
Catholic parishes and schools throughout the United 
States. The Diocese of San Diego plans to build its 
own terrestrial microwave TV system known as 
ITFS to continue the electronic delivery of these 
programs from the satellite earth station to parishes, 
schools, and via cable TV, to homes. 


Brother William: Father Byrne, we have been 
hearing a lot of acronymns and abbreviations bandied 
about, such as CTNA, CTN, Unda, USCC and so 


forth. Would you give us some idea what they all 


stand for? 


Father Byrne: Let’s start with USCC. These 
initials stand for the United States Catholic 
Conference, which is the national action agency of 
the Catholic bishops in the United States. It deals 
with temporal affairs, such as social justice, 
education, and of course, communications. 


USCC is the parallel organization to the NCCB 
— the National Conference of Catholic Bishops — 
which deals with the spiritual affairs of the Church, 
such as the celebration of the liturgy, priestly 
formation, the permanent diaconate, and other such 
issues. 


Through the USCC, the bishops have established 
the Catholic Communication Campaign (CCC); 
this is an annual collection taken up in all parishes 
across the country to support the communications 
apostolate nationally and on the local level in the 
dioceses. 


The USCC received a grant from the CCC to set 
up the Catholic Telecommunications Network of 
America (CTNA) — a source of national television 
programming that will be transmitted to dioceses via 
a communications satellite. 


Another organization, known as the Catholic 
Television Network (CTN), is a consortium of 
those seven dioceses which presently own and 
operate the ITFS microwave television transmission 
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systems. 


And Unda — Unda is not an acronym, but the 
name of an international association of priests, 
Religious, and laity involved or interested in 
Catholic religious broadcasting. The word unda is 
Latin for ‘‘wave,’’ in this sense, air waves used in 
broadcasting. : 


Brother William: What does ITFS stand for? 


Father Byrne: Specifically, ‘‘Instructional 
Television, Fixed Service.’’ It is the designation that 
the Federal Communications Commission has given 
to that portion of the broadcast spectrum used by 
non-profit educational institutions in support of their 
teaching effort. ‘‘Fixed Service’? means that the 
transmitters and receivers are in fixed locations, 
unlike the mobile transmitters mounted on 
broadcast TV vans covering on-site news events. 


Brother William: How will ITFS be used? 

Father Byrne: It will be used for regular 
education in our parish schools. We will also use it to 
provide adult religious education: and in the future, 
interconnect with cable TV systems to provide a 
direct link with our diocesan offices and our people 
at home.

The impact of the written word on the 
development and spread of the Catholic 
Church has been phenomenal — and the 
essential role the Bible plays in the life of 
the Church illustrates the fact that written ; 
words remain and have an impact among 
those who read them and reflect on them. 


The Catholic population in the United 
States numbers approximately 50 million. 
It is estimated that there are an additional 
12 million inactive Catholics. 


IN THE United States today, there 
are 160 Catholic newspapers and 300 
Catholic magazines with a total 
circulation of more than 26 million. The 
total circulation of Catholic newspapers in. 
the United States is approximately 5.5 
million. There are 144 diocesan 
newspapers, in addition to seven diocesan 
editions of the national newspaper, Our 
Sunday Visitor. 


The newspapers range from the 
nationally circulated Our Sunday 
Visitor(350,000) to the smallest diocesan 
newspaper, The Inside Passage of Juneau, 
Alaska(2,500). 


In addition to the general responsibility 
of providing religious information, 
formation and inspiration and of 
continuing the process of religious 
education, Catholic publications also help 
to reinforce a sense of Catholic 
identification, not only with the Catholic 
Church throughout the world, but also 
with the Church in the United States or 
with an individual diocese, in the case of a 
diocesan newspaper. 

REGARDING Catholic identification, 
the importance of the National Catholic 
News Service cannot be overestimated. It 


- is an indispensible tool for transmitting 


religious information to the entire 
English-speaking world and for helping to 
define the sense of Catholic identification 
throughout the English-speaking world. 
There are other news services, but the 
National Catholic News Service provides 
not only an excellent information 


' package, but also excellent features and 


supplements which not only help 
newspapers but also serve to deepen and 
strengthen the faith of the Catholic 


community. 


Religious publications face acute 
financial problems, not only because of 
the increased cost of labor, photographic 
materials, and newsprint, but especially 
because of skyrocketing postal rates for 
religious, non-profit publications.

Father Byrne, as a USCC staff member 
contributed several important aspects to 
the proposal, namely the role of the 
Church in government liaison and 
technology, specifically a design for a 
communications satellite demonstration. 
In researching the costs for that 
demonstration, Father Byrne contacted 
the domestic communications satellite 
operators, RCA and Western Union. As 
a result, it was determined that a satellite 
demonstration for the Church would cost 
approximately $40,000. 


Several months later, a manager from 
RCA telephoned and inquired about why 
the Catholic Church was asking about 
satellite communications (RCA already 
had commitments from the Christian 
Broadcasting Network). Father Byrne 
described the proposal for a national 
collection and the satellite demonstration 
as part of that proposal. RCA suggested 
that an actual demonstration of satellite 
communications may be more convincing 
for passage of a national collection than a 
written description, and offered free time 
on their SATCOM II satellite for such a 
demonstration as long as it was performed 
before their satellite transponders (TV 
channels) were leased to other users. Mr. 
Robert B. Beusse, USCC Secretary of 
Communication, accepted the offer and 
scheduled the demonstration for the 
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SERVING YOU BETTER — Southern Cross circulation manager Darcy Houseman 
maintains the paper’s 25,000-name subscription list through SC’s own hookup to 
the diocesan computer. Mailing labels, billing information and a parish-by-parish 
breakdown of subscribers are some of the programs available to the paper. 


At a time when religious schools are 
shrinking, when private colleges are 
feeling the effects of cutbacks on student 
loans and when there is an apparently 
smaller number of children attending 
religious education classes in the parishes, 
it is legitimate to ask: What means can be 
used to continue to bring the Gospel truth 
— the Good News of Jesus Christ and His 
Church — into the homes of those who 
are not being reached by any other 
method of religious educational outreach? 


The need for a religious presence in the 
home would seem to be evident. 


FAMILY LIFE is breaking down; the 
rate of divorce is increasing; the rate of 
pregnancy outside of marriage has 
increased about 50 percent within the 
decade; and the presence of religion with 


its moral values is either not being felt or. 


is being ignored. 

A group of Catholic editors who 
recently visited Germany were told that 
the Catholic press provides at least one 
means of continuing contact with those 
who no longer regularly attend Mass. 


There, at least, the Catholic press 
provides a continuing religious presence 
in the home, a continuing source of 
Catholic identification, of accurate 
information and, it hopes, of religious 
formation which will lead to reactivation.

In February, 1977, the decision was 
made to go ahead with the demonstration, 
even though the time was short to 
mobilize everyone who would eventually 
be involved in this demonstration. 
Primarily RCA’s role was to offer time on 
their satellite and some guidance on 
networking. The actual arrangements for 
this network would have to be made 
through the US Catholic Conference. 
Mr. Beusse, as USCC Secretary of 
Communication, accepted the overall 
responsibility for the demonstration. 


Father Byrne was given the special 
responsibility for the physical 
arrangements of interconnecting cable 
systems with terrestrial microwave and 
satellite earth stations from the 
originating point at the Catholic 
Television Network in Chicago. As 
Satellite-Cable TV Coordinator, he 
brought about the first interconnection of 
Catholic owned and _ operated 
Instructional Television, Fixed Service 
(ITFS) facilities in San_ Francisco, 
Chicago, Milwaukee, New York, 
Brooklyn, and Rockville Centre. He had 
alphanumeric character generators 
provided for inserting Catholic News 
headlines on channels when they were not 
being used for actual TV programming. 


THE GRADUAL phase-in until 1987 
of postal rate increases for religious, non- 
profit publications was elminated — a 
victim of Reagonomics which removed 
the temporary subsidy and made the rate 
increases immediate. There is a real 
danger that many publications — 
including some highly respected 
magazines and some diocesan newspapers 
— may have to cease publishing or at 
least severly curtail the number of issues 
they publish each year or the number of 
pages they publish each issue. 


IN THE United States, too, it would _ 


seem that we should recognize the 
Catholic press as the least expensive and 
most effective means of lasting 
communication and of adult religious 
education. 


Pope John Paul II has called the 
Catholic newspaper ‘‘not a superfluous 
thing, but a necessary instrument for 
evangelization.” 


‘“‘Today more than ever,’’ the Holy 
Father told the bishops of the Emila- 
Romagna region of Italy, ‘“‘one sees the 
importance of the formative work of the 
Catholic press, aimed at enlightening 
consciences, at dissipating false 
interpretations, insinuations and 
manipulations, in respect for the opinions 
for others and in faithful dialogue, backed

by the conviction for each man, redeemed 
and loved by the Lord and His call to 
truth.”’ 


BECAUSE radio and television news 
reports and articles in daily newspapers 
are most frequently the first to relate the 
highlights of news of religious or moral 
significance, Catholic press reports in 
recent years have performed an 
outstanding service in clarifying or 
correcting misleading reports or in 
providing background and interpretation 
for understanding such reports more 
completely and in a context of religious 


faith. 


Catholic newspapers in the United 
States, however, reach only a relatively 
small proportion of the Catholic 
population. 


Among the challenging questions 
facing the Catholic Church in the United 
States are: 

e Is the Church ready to permit the 
Catholic press expand to its full potential 
as a powerful educatinal tool and as a vital 
instrument of continuing Catholic 
identification? 


e Since Catholic broadcasters are 
quick to admit that their own efforts now 
receive their principal publicity in the 
Catholic press, what can be done to make 
tha relationship reciprocal? 


e Can there be joint efforts by 
electronic and print media in 
evangelization and in adult religious 
education? 


@ Can there be true coordination 
among the communications media in the 
service of the Gospel? 


WITHIN THE Catholic press, the 
Catholic Press Association has provided a 
forum for the exchange of ideas and of 
experience and for both professional and 
religious inspiration. 

For all communications efforts within 


the Church, however, can there not be 
some program of cooperation and . 


coordination not only to deepen the faith 
of Catholics and intensify their 


identification with and loyalty to Christ’s ~ 


Church, but also to sustain dynamic 
efforts of evangelization, of preaching the 
Gospel through the spoken and written 
word to those who have not yet heard it? 


We must recognize, encourage and use 
what we have and commit ourselves to the 
continued use of the printed word which 
remains to enrich, to inform and to edify.

He also arranged for the placement of 
mobile earth stations at Catholic ITFS 
systems at San Francisco, Milwaukee, 
and New York, to demonstrate for the 
Church how their own earth stations 
could receive programs directly from the 
communications satellite. 


THE SATELLITE demonstration 
was a technological success. It was the 
first time that there was such a 
demonstration, of non-broadcast 
technologies on such a grand scale. It was 
also the first national utilization of 
television technologies by a non-profit, 
non-government entity. Programs from 
the Catholic Television Network in 
Chicago had the potential of reaching 
more cable TV _ subscribers (approx. 
4,500,000) during this demonstration 
than any previous demonstration. 


Shortly thereafter, the bishops of the 
United States voted in favor of the 
proposal for a national collection to 
support the communications apostolate. 
After the proposal was voted in, the 
USCC Communications Committee, had 
meetings throughout the United States to 
hear testimony from those working in 
Catholic communications and other 
interested people as to how this money 
should be allocated. Although Father 
Byrne had contributed to the original 
proposal endorsed by the Bishops, he also 


offered his testimony along with the 


others who gave theirs betore the 
Communications Committee at St. 
Patrick’s Seminary in Menlo Park, 
California, on March 23, 1979. 


FATHER BYRNE said in his 
testimony, ‘‘My recommendation is that 
we should proceed quickly and directly to 
the implementation of an_ electronic 
delivery system such as we demonstrated 
in May, 1977. Unlike hand delivery 
systems, the implementation of satellite, 
microwave, and cable TV 
communication systems will prove to be 
the most cost-effective method of reaching 
out to the negligent and unchurched 
Catholics as well as millions of others who 
do not understand what the Catholic 
Church teaches... . 


“I further recommend that an entity 
separate from the Catholic Television 
Network, Unda USA, the USCC 
Department of Communication, etc. be 
given the responsibility for the 
development and administration. of the 
(as he referred to it) National Catholic 
Satellite Network.”’ 


Father Byrne is thankful for the 
opportunity to be able to complete locally 
what he helped to start nationally. He 
said, ‘‘If there wasn’t a_ spiritual 
dimension, a lot of prayers, a lot of God’s 
love and patience, we would not have 
reached even this plateau.”’

on four channels simultaneously; this will give us an 
additional benefit in being able to program for 
certain needs, certain parishes, and for a general 
audience at home, as well. 

At present, seven dioceses are using such systems 


for their grade school and high school educational 


programs. They use one channel for their primary 
grades, another for intermediate grades, a third 
channel for junior high grade, and if they have a 


fourth channel activated, that would be for use with | 


adult education programs or, in some dioceses, they 
use it for the transmission of health care 
progamming. 

Brother William: Wouldn’t it be better to just 
work directly with cable TV companies? In other 
words, eliminate the cost of this futuristic 
communications system and let the cable TV system 
shoulder the burden of relaying the CINA 
transmission or presenting videotapes that may be. of 
local interest to members of the Church? 

Father Byrne: Originally, before the initials 
CATV stood for cable TV, they meant Community 
Antenna Television, and that is essentially what 
cable TV systems are — sophisticated antenna 
services for the community. They do their work best 
when they relay programs from various types of 
-antennae, such as VHF, FM, UHF, microwave, 
satellite, to name several. Cable TV will be the final 
link in our electronic delivery system to the home. 


Brother William: Why don’t we transmit directly 

to the home and bypass cable TV? 
Father Byrne: Ah, would that were possible. ITFS 
microwave is limited to an extremely low ten watts 
power transmission near the Super High Frequency 
(SHF) portion of the broadcast spectrum. 

To receive such broadcasts at home would mean 
that the viewer would have to purchase a special 
ITFS receiver and dish antenna, which would cost 
approximately $2,000. Even then, it would be 
necessary for the réceiver site to have ‘‘line-of-sight”’ 
view of the transmitter. 

It would be cheaper to place such a receiver at a 
cable TV system head-end, where it would be more 
cost effective in serving thousands of homes. than at 
‘the location of one’individual homest9 = 
Brother William: Ten watts seems to be extremely 
low power. How do you expect to cover the whole 
diocese, including Imperial County, with this system? 

Father Byrne: When you compare with the 
millions of watts some broadcast UHF TV stations 
transmit with, I have to agree, it is extremely low 
power. However, the communications satellites 
transmit 22,300 miles from outer space with, ten 
watts of power at even higher frequencies. It is all 
dependent on the type of receiver one employs and 
the atmospheric travel required for the transmitted 
signal. The lower the transmitted power, the more 
sophisticated the receiver antenna must be. 

To cover our whole diocese, it will be necessary to 
have — in addition to the main transmitters at the 
Diocesan Office — repeater transmitters located on 
Mount Soledad, Mount Miguel, Mount Whitney, 
and Monument Peak to reach El Centro. This will 
be costly. 

Brother William: How many transmitters will be 
involved? 

Father Byrne: We are talking about a four- 
channel system, so it will be necessary to have four 
transmitters at the Diocesan Office and four 
repeaters at, each relay location. The cost per 
transmitter is approximately $25,000 to $30,000 
each. To construct a transmission system in San 
Diego would cost in the neighborhood of $800,000. 
To extend that service to El Centro would add 
another $200,000. 


Brother William: We don’t have to start with 
four channels, do we? 


Father Byrne: No, we could stagger the 
construction over a period of years and budget our 
costs accordingly. 

Brother William: This seems new to me; should 
we get into this right away? 

Father Byrne: ITFS has been around since 1963. 
In the first ten years, the Catholic schools have been 
the principal users of these facilities. Now, state 
colleges and county school systems are involved in 
ITFS telecasting. 


These ITFS channels have lain dormant for the 
most part in the early years because it was costly for 


smaller dioceses to produce and originate 
programming for these systems. Now, with 
communications satellites to relay programs from a 
national source, such as the Catholic 
Telecommunications Network of America, it 
becomes feasible for a smaller diocese to own and 
operate its own ITFS system. We also have the 
added benefit of cable TV to serve the home viewer, 
as well. 

Brother William: That’s interesting, but why the 
rush? 

Father Byrne: There is a scarcity of. frequencies 
available for televison transmission in the broadcast 
spectrum. The same advantages (satellite and cable 
TV) that have made ITFS more desirable for 
Church use, have also made microwave 
transmission more in demand for pay TV and in 
effect, an expansion of other forms of commercial 
TV. The FCC is under considerable pressure from 
these companies to reallocate these ITFS channels 
for commercial use. 


Brother William: In other words, Father Byrne, 


these channels that you hope to obtain for the diocese ~ 


may not be available in the near future? 


Father Byrne: The FCC is expected to come out 
with a ruling by September, giving away half of the 
educational TV channels to the commercial sector, 
so it is mandatory that we act now. 

Brother William: What must we do? 


Father Byrne: We must have frequency searches 
made, engineering surveys performed, and license 
applications filled out. We expect this to cost about 
$15,000. 

Brother William: Why so much? 

Father Byrne: It is necessary in San Diego 
County, because of all the ITFS transmitters that 
presently exist, because of the topography involved, 
and because of all the potential receiver sites we have 
in our 89 parishes and 41 schools. Remember, the 
receiver sites must have a line-of-sight view of the 
transmitter or repeater antenna. 

Brother William: Father, you have mentioned 
that some dioceses — affiliated with the CTN — are 
involved in ITFS communications. Which ones are 
they and how long have they been involved? 

Father Byrne: The dioceses and archdioceses 
which presently own and operate ITFS facilities are 


Los Angeles, San Francisco, Chicago, Boston, and a 


cluster at the mouth of the Hudson River: New 
York, Brooklyn and Rockville Centre. 


Some of these dioceses and archdioceses were 
using these microwave T'V systems 15 years ago and 
more. These systems were built primarily to serve 
the needs of the parochial schools. Cable TV, as we 
know it today, did not carry program channels other 
than what was received from the broadcast TV 
stations. ; 


Brother William: You mentioned that two users of 
ITFS in California are the archdinceses of Los Angeles and 
San Francisco. Are there any other users of ITFS locally? 


Father Byrne: Locally, that is, within our diocese, 
there are several users. The largest user is the San Diego 
County Department of Education. Also there is San 
Diego State University which transmits via ITFS to its 
campus in Calexico and Palomar Collge in the north 
county uses it, as well. 


When our system is completed, it will be the largest 
system in Southern California. 

Brother William: Who will be responsible for the 
programming? 

Father Byrne: It depends on the audience to be 
reached. There will be a scheduling coordinator for the 
TV facility, but the types of programs selected will 
depend on the educational entity involved. Programming 
for parochial schools would be determined by the School 
Office, for CCD programming the Office of Religious 
Education; for liturgical programs, the Center for Liturgy 
and Prayer, and so forth. 


Brother William: Where will be the programs come 
from? 

Father Byrne: The CTNA will be a source of general 
interest programs — the kind we hope to transmit to cable 
TV systems for home viewing. In education, there are 
several video libraries throughout the country that have 
programs available. A number of dioceses have produced 
religious programs which are available to us. Eventually, 
as our system grows, we hope to have our educational and 
social service offices produce their own programs. 
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Brother William: Where will these programs be 
produced? 

Father Byrne: Initially, we would contract with local 
commercial television production studios, until there is 
such a demand that it would be useful to build our own 
studio. A television production studio would cost 
$700,000 to $1,000,000 — almost as much as our 


transmission system. 


Brother William: The Archdiocese of Chicago spent 
over $4,000,000 to build their production facility. Do you 
think you could get by eight or ten years later spending 25 
percent of that amount? 

Father Byrne: Chicago has three production studios 
with a lot of deluxe hardware. My first hope is to assemble 
a production team of talented, creative people committed 
to teaching the Word of God in a contemporary fashion. 
After that, we will think about purchasing hardware for a 
studio — but only that which we will need on a regular 
basis. 


Brother William: What do you hope is achieved with 
the Catholic Communication Campaign Collection? 

Father Byrne: We have to bear in mind that 50 
percent of the collection goes to the national office and 50 
percent remains here in our diocese. 

We hope that the diocesan collection will be in excess of 
$30,000, so that we will have $15,000 locally — the 
amount of money needed to do the necessary engineering 
required to file for an FCC license.

THE 71-YEAR-OLD president, who 
often cites Christian principles as support 
for his policies, arrived at the Vatican at 
11:23 a.m. Monday morning (Rome 
time) aboard a U.S. helicopter from 
Rome’s Ciampino military airport. 

Accompanied by his wife, Nancy, and 
10 top aides, including Secretary of State 
Alexander M. Haig, Reagan rode in a 
black limousine along the half-mile route 
between the Vatican heliport and the San 
Damaso Courtyard of the Apostolic 
Palace. 


The president met the pope at the door 
of the papal library. Reagan entered 
without his wife or aides at 11:47 a.m. 
and emerged nearly an hour later to 
summon his wife and aides into the 
library. 

DURING THE private audience with 
Reagan, Pope John Paul’s top assistants 


in the Secretariat of State and the Council 
for the Public Affairs of the Church had a 
working meeting with Haig; William A. 
Wilson, Reagan’s personal representative 
to the Holy See; William P. Clark, 
assistant to the president for national 
security; and James M. Rentscher, senior 
national security affairs staff member for 
Western Europe and Canada. 

The 61-year-old pope told the president 
and his entourage that his ‘‘greatest pre- 
occupation’”’ is for world peace. 


‘In many parts of the world there are 
centers of acute tension,”’ he said. ‘“This 
acute tension is manifested above all in 
the crisis in the South Atlantic, in the war 
between Iran and Iraq, and, now, in the 
grave crisis provoked by the new events in 
Lebanon.’’ 

THE POPE did not make specific 
reference to Israel’s invasion, saying the 
crisis in Lebanon contains a danger ‘‘of

President Reagan was the eighth

with Paul VI in 1963; Lyndon B. 
* Johnson with Paul VI in 1967; 
Richard M. Nixon with Paul VI in 
1969 and 1970; Gerald R. Ford with 
Paul VI in 1975; and Jimmy Carter | 
with John Paul II in 1980. 
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Since Argentina’s military occupation — 


of the disputed islands April 2 it has lost 
the most men. In one battle alone 
Argentina lost 250 servicemen and the 
British sinking of an Argentine cruiser 
resulted in another 329 Argentine deaths. 
During the period, Britain lost slightly 
more than 100 men. 


Argentines resented the pope’s decision 
not to cancel the British trip because of 
the fighting. Many regarded this as a 
betrayal of their nation’s Catholic culture 
by their spiritual leader. Catholicism is 
the state religion in Argentina, about 90 
percent of the 28 million people profess 
Catholicism and the nation’s president is 
required by the constitution to be a 
practicing Catholic. 


THE RESENTMENT was blunted 
by statements from the pope and 
Argentine bishops that the British trip 
was pastoral and did not imply political 
support for Britain. Yet the military 
situation got worse for Argentina while 
the pope was in Britain. He arrived on the 
day that the battle which claimed the lives 
of 250 Argentines began and by the time 
he left Argentine troops were isolated and 
surrounded by British forces. 


Argentina may provide the pope with a 
more dramatic setting for his anti-war 
message, but it also could require a more 
delicate pastoral approach. The pope may 
have to do more than preach peace, he 
may also be faced with the task of being 
spiritual father to people witnessing a 
national tragedy because of war.

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Nuns no-no Hatch amendment, 


pro-lifers want them disciplined 


CHICAGO (NC) — The Pro-Life 
Action League wants Pope John Paul II 
to discipline members of the National 
Coalition of American Nuns because they 
oppose legislation to outlaw abortion. 


On April 14, NCAN announced it 
opposes the Hatch Amendment, a 
proposed constitutional amendment 
which states that nothing in the Con- 
stitution guarantees the right to abortion 


_ and would allow Congress and the states 


to enact laws against abortion. 


IN A DECISION backed by its 
24-member board of directors, NCAN, 
an 1,800-member organization, said that 
‘‘while we continue to oppose abortion, in 
principle and in practice, we are likewise 
convinced that the responsibility for 
decisions in this regard resides primarily 
with those who are directly and personally 
involved.”’ 


The pro-life group, which also opposes 
the Hatch Amendment on the grounds it 
doesn’t go far enough, took the nuns to 
task for ‘‘opposing any bill or law that 
would outlaw abortion.”’ 


In a letter to the pope, the organization 
said it ‘“‘urges Your Holiness to take 
strong disciplinary action against this 
group of women Religious. The damage 
they have caused by their recent pro- 
abortion statement is incalculable,’’ said 
the letter, signed by Joseph M. Scheidler, 
director of the Pro-Life Action League, 
which claims 2,000 members. 


SCHEIDLER SAID: “‘It is doubly 
troublesome to those of us who are 
practicing Catholics to find Catholic 
Religious women supplying ammunition 
for the enemy to use against us in the 
battle to save the defenseless unborn.’’ 


NCAN says the nuns ‘‘remain firmly 
opposed to abortion as such’’ but oppose 
the Hatch Amendment because states are 
uneven in their application of laws and

because the principle responsibility in 
abortion decisions lies ‘‘with those 
directly and personally involved.’’ 


NCAN also urged ‘‘decision-makers in 
the churches, the courts and the Congress 


to provide a more nurturing environment 
so that women will be encouraged to 


bring new life into the world...’’; ‘‘men 
everywhere to educate themselves and 
one another on the responsibilities of 
fatherhood’ and to view ‘‘fatherhood as a 
role which requires continuing 
nurturance and material assistance to the 
mother and child’’; and ‘‘women 
everywhere to disavow the use of abortion 
as a normative means of birh control and 
to educate themselves in ways of being 
creatively responsible — insofar as this is 
possible — for avoiding unwanted 
pregnancies.”’ 


THE PRO-LIFE Action League sent 
a copy of its letter to Archbishop Pio 
Laghi, apostolic delegate in the United 
States. 


Father Blase Cupich, a staff member of 
the apostolic delegation, said the 
delegation does not comment on corres- 
pondence received. He said in most cases 
of complaints, the Holy See expects that 
any disciplinary action warranted would 
be taken against the individual Religious 
by their superiors in their religious 
communities. 


NCAN also has no _ pontifical 
recognition as an organization so it would 
not, as a group, fall under pontifical juris- 
diction, although its members, as 
members of Religious communities which 
do have papal recognition, could be 
disciplined as described above, he said.

Watson, said Dr. Joseph P. McElligott, 
who heads the education division of the 
California Catholic Conference. 


A two-thirds vote is now required in the 
State Assembly to place the issue on the 
November ballot, and Dr. McElligott has 
asked parochial school parents and other 
interested parties to write their state 
assemblymen urging passage of SC 40.

CARDIFF, Pais de Gales (NC) — La 
visita de seis dias (mayo 28-junio 2) del 
Papa Juan Pablo II a Inglaterra, Escocia 
y el Pais de Gales le llevé a la catedral de 
Canterbury, cuna del -anglicanismo, 
como signo de reconciliacién ecuménica, 
a Coventry como heraldo de la paz en una 
nacién en guerra, y a la catedral de 
Southwark en Londres como simple 
pastor. Aunque bajfiada en controversia 
tanto por las hostilidades en las Malvinas 
como por una tradici6n anti-catélica entre 
sectores extremos del protestantismo, la 
visita superé las esperanzas tanto de los 
organizadores como del papa mismo.

Al reunirse en Canterbury con el ar- 
zobispo Robert Runcie, quien preside la 
iglesia anglicana separada de Roma hace 
450 afios, este le saludo diciendo: ‘‘Te 
recibimos en el nombre del 
Sefior...amado hermano en Cristo.”’ 
Poco después ambos firmaron una 
declaracién comun destinada a apresurar 
los estudios doctrinales que se espera 
logren la reunidn de las dos iglesias, los 
750 millones de catdlicos con los 75 
millones de anglicanos.

Thy Brother’s Wife, by Father Andrew 
M. Greeley. Warner Books (New York, 
1982), 350 pp, $14.95.

Story telling is the fashion in Catholic 
circles these days. Theologians, scholars 
and pastors have decided that American 
Catholic culture is so hopelessly 
conditioned by prime-time TV and 
“block buster’? novels that religious 
concepts and ideas have to be repackaged 
and marketed in the form of novels, soap 
operas, true confessions and fairy tales in 
order to have impact. 


While: “there-sis7 a kind: of 
if-you-can’t-beat-’em-join-’em_ mentality 
at work here, there is a good deal of merit 
in the idea of improving ways to reach 
today’s mass-media-bound society. 


THE PROBLEM is, where do we find 
the people with the gifts, sensibilities and 
desire to convey religious truth by story? 
There are not too many Catholic 
sociologists with this combination, if 
Father Andrew Greeley’s recent novels 
are any measure. 


Says Father Greeley in an afterword to 
his novel, Thy Brother’s Wife, “‘Why would 
a priest write a novel...about adultery, 
incest, and sacrilege?...Since the 
beginning of humankind, religion has 
been most effectively communicated in 
stories that appeal to the whole person 
instead’ of being communicated in 
doctrinal treatises aimed at the intellect 
alone.”’ 


Most of us can subscribe to Father 
Greeley’s thesis, but if Thy Brother’s Wife 
is a sample of the new way to 
communicate religion, I, for one, would 
be glad to settle for the arid abstracts of 
the National Catechetical Directory.

THERE ARE few who do not know 
something of the plot of Thy Brother’s Wife 
— its predecessor, The Cardinal Sins, a 
lush promotional campaign, and a rash of 
TV talk show hosts have seen ‘to this. 


Father Greeley’s religious tale this time 
is a rather mawkish account of two 
brothers, Sean and Paul Cronin, and 
their father, Michael, whose. ambitions 
for his sons lead one to political life and 
the other to the priesthood. 


As most fathers, Michael wants his 
boys to reach the top of their professions. 
Unlike most fathers, however, Michael: 
has a few perverse yearnings worthy of 
Sigmund Freud. For instance, he wants 
son Paul to marry adopted daughter 
Nora. Nora, not the picture of balance 
herself, consents to dad’s wishes but finds 
herself passionately in love with her other 
foster brother, Father Sean. Paul proves 
to be a lascivious spouse to Nora and she 
has an affair with Sean. Accidental death 
takes Paul to an early grave, leading Sean 
to propose marriage to widowed Nora. 
Nora’s eventual denial prompts Sean to 
remain in the priesthood and accept an 
appointment as the new Archbishop of 
Chicago. : 


THIS IS communicating religion? 
This is communicating the ridiculous. 


Thy Brother’s Wife has little to say about 
religion, and Faher Greeley’s assertions 
in this respect strike this reviewer as 
transparent rationalizations for 
presenting a very cynical and exploitative 
view of human relationships and the 
Catholic faith. 


In the final analysis, the only ones who 
will benefit from Father Greeley’s new 
‘‘catechism’’ will be those who share in 
the sales profits. No doubt there are many 
of these, as the book’s slick airbrushed 
cover and an extensive public relations 
campaign for it suggest. Real evangelistic 
fervor must be stirring in the assembly 
lines of airport bookstore sizzlers. 

MY HUNCH is that high-volume:sales 
of Thy Brother’s Wife are fairly predictable 
but that will say more about the success of 
commercial marketing today than about 
the book’s lasting merits. 


It is axiomatic that if you package 


something effectively with just the right 
amount of manipulative and arousable 
stimuli, you can sell just about 
everything, including low grade and 
unavailing stories about Catholic life.
